1. Purpose. To provide guidance for the inplenentation of the
doctri nal proponency program and to assign doctrinal proponents for

i sted publications.

2. I nf ormati on

a. Responsibilities and Rel ati onships. Reference (a)
desi gnates the Commandi ng General, Marine Corps Conbat Devel opnent
Command (CG MCCDC), as the Commandant's executive agent for the
devel oprment, review, nmaintenance, and publication of Mrine Corps
Service doctrine. It also grants authority to
CG MCCDC to assign selected Marine Corps organi zati ons as doctri na
proponents. Reference (b) provides guidance for the inplenentation
of Marine Corps doctrinal proponency.

b. Overview Doctrinal proponency assigns the responsibility
for the preparation, review, and periodic update of a doctrina
publication to a Marine Corps organi zation with the required subject
matter expertise. As outlined by reference (c), doctrinal proponency
is intended to take advantage of the expertise of the Marine Corps
supporting establishnment to ensure that Marine Corps Service doctrine
is tinmely, relevant, and conpelling. Enclosure (1) provides detailed
instructions for the devel opnent of publications for the doctrina
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proponent. Enclosure (2) lists doctrinal proponency assignnents by
organi zation and al so i ncludes the MCCDC Doctrine Division Branch
that has admninistrative cogni zance for each publication. Tel ephone
nunbers for each Branch are as foll ows:
